They see in this tendency a 
repitition of the inflation period following soon after singing 
of the armistice, and fear that sooner or later a deflation 
period similar to that of 1920 and 1921 will follow. 
There are many phases which parallel 
those 
of the 
earlier period, but there are also many phases that are ex­ 
actly opposite. There can be no doubt that some of the manu 
facturers of the East and North are pyramiding their price* 
entirely out orf proportion of justification or reason. If such t 
course is continued, only one result can ‘follow and that ii 
another buyers’ strike and then financial wrecks like -those 
which accompanied the deflation period of a few years ago 
We believe most of these are wise enough to let fair prices 
remain and avoid the inevitable catastrophe of false valua 
tions. 
But the speculation of the other period thus far is not ir. 
evidence. Retailers are not stocking up for a probable dcmanc 
like they did before, but are contenting themselves with sup 
plying the demands of the trade. The manufacturers are sup 
plying the demand rather than creating a large quantity oi 
goods with the expectation of selling at a continually rising 
price. 
There is always a limit above which the public will not 
go. This is as true now as it has ever been. At the same tim* 
there is a strong demand for more houses, more roads, mort 
automobiles, and a hundred and one other-items and this de 
mand is so strong that it will permit good profits on the par. 
of the makers.

Committed No Offenses 
“What offense did you commit?” 
Senator John P. Stokes, chairman

“Higginbotham told me afterwards 
that he thought I was one of those 
turpentine fellows 18 in number, 
who had arrived at the camp.” 
“Then you were a victim of mis­ 
taken identity?” he was asked. 

“The 
boss whipped all of the 18 men 
after that. He said they had com­ 
plained of treatment received in 
the last camp they were In.” 
A. B. Shivers, a former guard, 
told the story of the beating of 
Tabert, as the first direct step in 
the sweeping investigation by the 
legislature into the alleged cruelty 
and 
inhumanity 
to 
prisoners 
in 
convict camps throughout the state 
of Florida. ‘ Shivers worked in the 
same camp with 
Higginbotham, 
who has been indicted for Tabert’s 
murder. 
Whipping is Inhuman 
‘Tabert was sick, and said he 
was not able .to work,” said Shivers 
Friday night. Higginbotham, who* 
was known as the “whipping boss” 
called Tabert from a line of about 
eighty or ninety 
prisoners 
and 
whipped 
him until Higginbotham 
was out of breath. 
“After Tabert had fatten 
up 
and because of the slowness with 
which he walked back into line, 
Higgenbotham called him back and 
beat him again. Higginbotham put 
his foot on the back of Tabeit’s 
neck and before each blow pulled 
the heavy strop through the sand, 
striking about IOO blows. 
‘Tabert groaned and tried to ask 
mercy, but Higgenbotham only put 
his full weight on the boy’s neck 
and strangling out his cries, con­ 
tinued to beat bim. 
Attack is Renewed 
“After Tabert had gotten back 
into the line, he went to get a 
bottle of medicine that had drop­ 
ped from his pocket while he was 
being whipped and Higginbotham 
attacked him again, this time hit­ 
ting him with the butt end of the 
whip.

Exact Procedure Specified. 
The constitution, however, speci­ 
fies the exact manner in which such 
proposed amendments must pass the 
legislature, it being provided that 
three distinct roll calls must be 
taken upon each bill, the first ques- * 
tion being on the passage of the 
bill, the second on the passage of 
the emergency and the third upon 
the question of calling the special 
election. In each instance the solons 
neglected to roll call the bill on 
the question of calling a special 
election. 
Article 14, section I reads as 
follows: “Any amendment or amend­ 
ments to this Constitution may be 
proposed in either branch of the 
legislature and if the same shall 
be agreed to by a majority of all 
members elected to each of the two 
houses,, such proposed amendment 
or amendments shall, with the ye *- 
ard nays thereon, be entered in 
their journals and referred by the 
secretary of state to the people for 
their approval or rejection at the 
next regular general election, ex­ 
cept when the legislature by a two- 
thirds vote of each house shall 
order a special election for that 
purpose.” 
Specific Vote Missed. 
Journals of the house and sen­ 
ate show that no vote was taken 
upon the specific question qf call­ 
ing such a special election, author­ 
ities pointing out that failure to 
do go would defer action upon all 
five questions until the next general 
election. 
The journals of the senate fa** 
1919 on the question of submitting 
the $50,000,000 road bond issue 
reveals the constitutional proced­ 
ure that must be adhered to. The 
first question wa© put on the pas­ 
sage of the ametdment, the second 
on the emergency, and the third 
reading as follows: 
“The question being, ‘Shall the 
amendment to tile constitution of 
the state of Oklahoma proposed in 
senate joint resolution IO be sub­ 
mitted by the secretary of state 
and referred to the people for their 
approval or rejection at a special 
election to be held throughout the 
state on May 6, 1919, and shall 
such election be culled for that 
purpose,”
